'These features have all been decided in favor of public utilities by the U. S. Su- 


preme Court, and the Public Service Commission of Wisconsin. 


Ever}' individual and corporation is entitled to a fair return on his or its invest- 


ment. When a person makes a deposit in the bank, he expects and does receive a cer- 
tain amount of interest,- besides the original capital is alway at his command. 


When a bank loans a farmer, say one thousand dollars, it charges six per cent, in- 


terest, and the farmer probably places a mortgage on his property for security. 
The 


bank collects'the interest, and If the mortgage is not paid oft.it seizes the property, 
which is probably worth three or four times the amount of the loan, but in any event 
the bank is invariably protected, and the capital is always returned to it with interest. 


It is different with "corporations—especially Natural Gas Companies, public opin- 


ion to the contrary notwithstanding. While it is true that the majority of them are 
paying dividends, yet the number that have returned the original investment to the 
stockholders, besides the interest, is very small indeed. 


Take this Company for instance: It was organized in 1900. Since that time it has 


paid in dividends out of the earnings, $1,037,326.90 on a capital of $1,600,000, so that 
LESS THAN TWO-THIRDS of the amount of the Capital has been returned to the 
stockholders In sixteen years,—much less profit than they would have received if tney 
had put their money In a'savings account at tba bank, besides they could withdraw the 
original deposit any time they felt so disposed. 


In addition, to the foregoing facts there is another angle to the business ' which 


must not be overlooked. 


Every foot of gas sold is just that much capital taken from the investment and 


cannot be replaced—in other words, we are exhausting our product faster than the re- 
turns arc being made to the stockholders, and unless a new source of supply can be 
found, the pipe lines and equipment, will in the course of time be worth no more than 
the price of junk. 


We do not intend, however, to go to the junk yard. We expect to find more gas, 


and continue business, but it is going to cost more money. The past cannot be taken 
as a criterion. We must consider present abnormal conditions, and be governed ac- 
cordingly. 
^ 


The Legislature of Pennsylvania has placed natural gas among the prime necessi- 


ties and those who have used it and are using it, and have become acquainted with its 
manifold comforts, will promptly agree to the qualities resident in this great blessing, 
and earnestly pray that it may never be lost or taken away. To this prayer and its 
faith should be added acts in the way of encouraging the capitalists who have risked and 
are constantly risking enormous sums of money in the'business of exploring for,v pro- 
ducing,' transporting and supplying natural gas to communities. These acts do not 
properly include things of injustice, oppression or annoyance, but do include fair deal- 
Ing and treatment consistent with the original intention and change of circumstances. 


Any community that is enjoying- the comforts of natural gas will view with deep 


anxiety anrl depression any clanger of losing this wonderful servant, but this loss can 
be made real by conduct on the part of that community which will discourage the cap- 
ital that has brought the blessing to it and compel that capital to abandon the service 
and seek other fields.

/ BEDS OF COAL 


In Tho West and Elsewhere, Ignited 
, Many Tears Ago, Studied by the 


U. S. Geological Survey. .
